plisliinents. Hut of w hat use are such 
then I In order to teach music 
il is necessary lo be a thorough scholar 

in that branch, as few persona oareto 

e othi r teachers. In singing it 
is the same. Jabbering French _A>r 
(i.rnian at a street corner might 

succeed in attracting a crowd but, not 
money. The French language is very 

beautiful, and German may la 1 
and is last becoming quite useful in 
Ihe United States, where there are so 
many of foreign blood ; but in order 
to teach cither language. i( is general- 
Iv best to be familiar with them.

I know that almost all of us ap- 
preciate keenly our responsible BOM 
lions, and many of us enter upon this 
branch of instruction with a lack of 
self e.oiilidenco and a feeling of self- 
reproach at, our own want of con- 
sistency. As "murder will out,'' so 
the real character of a man will be 
made manifest sooner or later to his 
pupils, who, among the deaf, nre 
more than usually quick to see and 
compare a man's words and acts, and 
almost intuitively discern his motives. 
Never was the adage, " 0, consistency, 
thou art a jewel," more fittingly quot- 
ed than in this connection. 

Those who do teach, however, will 
find that an earnest endeavor to " act 
up to it ' will conduce in a great de 
gree to their lending more effective 
aid to those who chotiso to follow their 
teachings. They will know the trials, 
ihe doubts and fears, that to thickly 
beset a young learner in the " I'.ook 
of Life," and so often turn him back 
in the very face of the feneliirig, for 
want of the encouragernent only one 
who has suffered and conquered can 

give. 

One who is thus acquainted with 
ihe actual experience of a " doer of 
the. word," will preach with more as- 
suring confidence, will have more 
weight in these councils around the 
Bible, and encourage a frank ques- 
tioning spirit in the young, so net 
sary to success in inculcating Hie 
Truth.
